We tried for KVOA but could not hear them owing to in- 
terferenee from some other station whom we presume was WNEW who were sp- 
reading unusually far for us Saturday morning. 


Edwin Hatch one of our Philadelphia mem>ers was kind enovgh to send 
us information to the effect that CKPR 930 kycs, Ft. VYilliam, Ontario are 
going to run a DX program on Sunday morning, December 9 from 1:00 to 3:30 
A.M., E.S.T. He further advises us that this will bo the last onnortunity 
the Dxers will have to log CKPR broadcasting with 50 watts power.

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DX program, however they may sot be on at tht tine, therefore let us 
suggest that you wateh for CFJC very cnrefully both on Saturday and Sun- 
day, although as stated before we are inclined to believe this broadcast 
will teke place Sunday morning.
